Prince Naif 

PARIS, June 15 (SPA) — 
French President Valery Giscard 
dTEstaing Thursday received 
Saudi Interior Minister Prince 
Naif who is in Paris on an official 
visit to discuss French-Saudi 
cooperation in internal security 
matters and French assistance in 
upgrading the Saudi internal sec- 
urity system. 

Describing the meeting. Prince 
Naif said that he found in Presi- 
dent Giscard complete under- 
standing and appreciation of the 
Saudi viewpoint regarding the 
Middle East question. 

“France supports the Arab 
attitude and is sincerely deter- 
mined to develop French Saudi 
relations in every possible field." 

Prince Naif had earlier visited 
the directorate of police and 
inspected its organization. 

Prince Naif also met with the 
Prime Minister Raymond Barre at 
which Saudi-French relations 
were discussed. 

“It was extremely cordial" the 
prince said. Later on he visited 
police camps and inspected per- 
sonnel and equipment 

Following meetings with French 
Interior Minister Christian Fonet, 
the two sides agreed to form a 
joint committee which wiS meet in 
Riyadh to follow up agreements 
signed by the two governments. 
The French side was quoted as 
having expressed willingness to 
fulfil security needs of the King- 
dom. Prince Naif said that 
requirements were mainly in train- 
ing and equipment 


TEHRAN, June 15 (Agencies) 
— Iran accused Iraq Friday of a 
second bombing of Iranian territ- 
ory in less than two weeks, the 
latest attack allegedly against 
three Iranian frontier posts in 
Kurdish territory. 

State radio said no injuries were 
reported in the raid, which occur- 
red at 10 p.m. Thursday. It said 
that during the bombings, Iraqi 
land forces also opened fire horn 
across the border. 

Iranian- Iraqi relations have 
become strained over an Iraqi 
bombing June 4 and over the posi- 
tion of Iraq's Shiite community. 

The reported raid Thursday was 
about 250 kilometers south of the 
June 4 attacks. 

In. Thursday's alleged action, 
the radio said two Iraqi bombers 
struck the border posts of Anjireh, 
Naykhazar and Halaleh in the 
Sakhabad district of Ham pro- 
vince. 

It quoted a local radio station as 
saying that two Iraqi planes had 
also circled over the near by city of 
Mehran but did not open fire. 

“ We don't know why they did 
it, ” a local police officer told a 
radio reporter. 

The report said tribesmen Fri- 
day held a demonstration to con- 
demn the bombing and reiterated 
their support for Iranian 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini 

On Thursday, Khomeini sent a 
message of support to the main 
Shiite leader of Iraq, Ayatollah 
Muhammad Bagher Sadr, follow- 
ing his reported detention by the 
Iraqi government. 

Iranian government spokesman 
Abbas Amir-Entezam warned 
Thursday that Iran “ would take 
stronger steps to deal with the 
situation ” if Iraq repeated its air 
strikes into Iran. 

“ We do not expect such mis- 
takes (attacks on Iranian territ- 
ory) to happen again,” Amir- 
Entezam said. 

Meanwhile, Iran Friday awaited 
the official announcement of a 
draft constitution expected to give 
wide powers to the country’s 
future president, including the 
right to dissolve parliament and 
declare war. 

Controversy over the long- 
awaited charter is likely to center 
on whether it win come under the 
scrutiny of an elected assembly 
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before it becomes law. 

The government and unofficial 
head of state. Ayatollah Kho- 
meini. are understood to be in 
favor of setting up a panel of 
experts to review the draft after a 
month-long period of public 
debate. 

But leftists, who might expect to 
be well represented among the 
170 deputies provided for in the 
draft, published by the Tehran 
newspaper “Kayhan” Thursday, 
are demanding popular elections 
to a constituent assembly. 

The religious leaders of such 
minority groups as the Kurds and 
the Turkish-speaking Azerbai- 
janis have also said they will 
boycott a proposed referendum 
scheduled to approve the final 
constitution unless such a popular 
assembly is elected. 

Announcing a timetable for the 
new constitution. Revolutionary. 
Projects Minister YaddolJah 
Sahabi said on state radio Thurs- 
day night that the public would be 
given one month to comment on 
the draft. 

In that time a so-called council 
of examiners, made up of constitu- 
tional experts would be elected. 

The council would examine the 
draft charter for a further month 
and it would go to a referendum 
this autumn. 

According to the draft Iran 
would be confirmed as an Islamic 
Republic with a Muslim bead of 
state elected for a four-year term.

Sharon claims Americans 
damaging peace process 


TEL AVIV, June 15 (Agen- 
cies) — Israeli Agriculture Minis- 
ter Ariel Sharon has launched a 
stinging attack on the U.S. 
Mideast policy, telling an Israeli 
newspaper that Washington is 
endangering the peace process. 

The Carter administration 
wants to establish a Palestinian 
state in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip, and is "much more 
extremist than Egypt” in the 
negotiations on Palestinian aut- 
onomy, Sharon said in an inter- 
view published Friday in the 
"Marriv” daily. 

Sharon is one of Israel's 
negotiators in the talks with Egypt 
and the U.S. on Palestinian aut- 
onomy, and he also heads Israers 
settlement activity in occupied 
Arab territories. In accusing 
Washington of endangering the 
peace process, Sharon was turning 
around the identical charge made 
by Washington when Israel began 
the new settlement of Elon Moreh 
in the West Bank last week. 

“ In their activities among Arabs 
in Judea, Samaria (the West 
Bank) and Gaza, the Americans 
are already causing damage to the 
peace process, and are endanger- 
ing it,” Sharon told "Maariv.” 

"We cannot reach an under- 
standing with the Americans on 
the topic of autonomy in any way 
whatsoever,” he said. " Regarding 
this issue, the Americans are much 
more extremist than Egypt. The 
entrance of the Americans to the 
negotiations on autonomy as 
partners to an agreement and their 
appearance as representatives of 
the Palestinians is a serious blow, 
to the extent that ft endangers the 
peace agreement” 

The Sharon interview appeared 
as another paper, the “Jerusalem 
Post,” reported from Washington 
that U.S.-Israel ties were at a low 
point Washington’s objections to 
the newest settlement were com- 
pounded by American irritation at 
Israeli policy in southern Leba- 


non, the “•Post” said. 

The “Post” cited reliable 
sources in Washington as saying 
that Carter bad written to' Prime 
Minister Men ahem Begin that 
Israel stop using weapons in oper- 
ations against Palestinians in 
Lebanon. But Begin’ s spokesman, 
Dan Pattir, denied that there had 
been any such messages. 

Begin meanwhile said the con- 
troversial policy of establishing 
Jewish settlements on the West 
Bank will continue. 

“I say there will be many more 
Elon Morehs,” Begin said at a 
ceremony Thursday to com- 
memorate the 40th anniversary of 
the first settlement established by 
tiie Be tar Youth Movement, a 
group affiliated to Begin’ s Herat 
Party. 

The establishment of Elon 
Moreh led to a general strike in 
Nablus and uproar in the Israeli 
Knesset (parliament) on Wednes- 
day. Socialists and Communists 
called Sharon "holiigan”, “fas- 
cist” and “fool” when he rose to 
support the settlement. 

The Israeli high court Friday 
refused Palestinian requests for a 
temporary halt to the construction 
of the Elon Moreh settlement 

The court appointed a three- 
man panel to examine complaints 
by 17 Palestinian landowners 
from Rujeib, near Nablus, but it 
refused to issue a temporary 
injunction halting building on 
their confiscated property. 

In a separate development 
Israeli Defense Minister Ezer 
Weizman reportedly has passed 
word to Yasser Arafat, urging the 
PLO leader to abandon his oppos- 
ition to ‘the proposed autonomy 
plan. 

The Kuwait daily "Al-Watan” 
said Friday the proposal, con- 
veyed to Arafat by a prominent 
Palestinian living in Israeli- 
occupied territory, was rejected 
by the commando leader. 


The newspaper, which is well- 
informed on Palestinian affairs, 
said Weizman advised Arafat, that 
if the PLO “adopts a flexible 
attitude toward the autonomy 
issue, the United States would be 
prepared to pressure Begin into 
giving up some of his hardline 
views on self-rule.” 

Weizman also was said to be 
"quite sure that certain Arab 
states who apparently support the 
PLO are genuine enemies of the 
Palestinian organization and 
would snatch the next opportunity 
to hit if’. 


VIENNA, June 15 (Agencies) 
— Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev, 
apparently in improved health 
after recent problems, arrived in 
Vienna Friday and held his first 
meeting with President Carter at 
the start of a four-day summit 
shortly afterwards. 

The 72-year-old Brezhnev, in 
failing health for several years, 
limped slightly but did not need 
any help while walking down the 
ramp from the aircraft that 
brought him from Moscow. 

Unlike President Carter on Ins 
arrival Thursday night, Brezhnev 
did not make an arrival statement. 
Immediately after the airport 
ceremony, he left for the Soviet 
embassy to rest and later held his 
first meeting with the U.S. leader. 

Brezhnev’s appearance Friday 
reassured American officials that 
be was fit enough to hold construc- 
tive discussions as well as attend 
the ceremonial signin g of the new 
Strategic Anns Limitation Treaty 
(SALT-II) on Monday, the final 
day of the summit. 

Secretary of State Vance and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko started the dialogue 
shortly before Brezhnev and Car- 
ter held their first meeting. 

The two leaders held their first ■ 
session in Austria's 13th century 
imperial palace before paying a 
joint courtesy call there on 
Austrian President Ridolf Kir- 
chschlaeger. 

Friday night they arranged to go 
to the Vienna state opera for a 
premiere performance of 
Mozart’s “abductin from the 
seraglio.” 

The formal summit itself will 
begin at the U.S. embassy Satur- 
day morning. A second session, 
wil] be held there in the afternoon 
and then a woriring dinner. 

Two meetings and another 
working dinner will be held at the 
Soviet embassy on Sunday. 

Although Carter and Brezhnev 
see eye to eye on SALT-EL and the 
need for further arms control. 
President Carter was described by 
officials as wary about the pros- 
pects for progress on other issues 
in Soviet- American relations. 

Carter would like the Soviet 
Union to drop its opposition to a 
continuing United Nations force 
to supervise the peace between 
Egypt and Israel, and its backing 


Japan seeks dialogue 
with oil producers 



TOKYO, June 15 (Agencies) 
— Japan Friday called for a 
dialogue with oil producing coun- 
tries, as industrial democracies 
warned their peoples they would 
have to accept painful measures to 
save energy or face grave 
economic consequences. 

Japanese Prime Minister Mas- 
say oshi Ohira said Friday that 
industrial countries should seek a 
dialogue with 03 producers by 
showing they are doing their best 
to- conserve ofl and develop alter- 
native energy resources. 

Ohira told a news conference 
that the energy problem would be 
a major topic at the economic 
summit in Tokyo on June 26 and 
29. 

“ The situation was more severe 
than at the previous fosr 
economic summits,” he said. 

In Paris a communique issued 
Thursday after the ministerial 
conference of the Organization 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OCED) said: 
“There is no escape from the 
reduction of real incomes caused 
by higher prices for imported oiL” 

The soaring cost of energy and 
the growing gap between supply 
and demand dominated the two- 
day conference of finance and 


foreign ministers of the 24-nation 
OECD. 

"There is now a real danger 
that, without responsible policies 
by oft consumers and producers 
alike, the energy situation will 
seriously damage the world 
economy,” the communique said. 

Ministers recommended 
increased productive investment, 
coupled with a clamp-down on 
inflationary wage rises and strict 
monetary and tax policies. . 

They said “without effective 
action to restore balance in world 
oil markets, the rise in ofl prices 
could set off a new inflation- 
generated recession as in 1974- 
75” when oft prices went up five- 
fold after the October 1973 Mid- 
dle East war. 

“Many of the measures needed 
to reduce the 'growth of energy 
consumption quickly may be pain- 
ful, but if they are not successful 
the inevitable consequences in 
terms of increased inflation lead- 
ing to less growth and more 
unemployment will be far more 
costly and socially detrimental,” 
the communique said.

Sarkis studies appeal 
to halt Beirut clashes 

BEIRUT. June 15 (R) — Lebanese President Elias Sarkis Friday 
considered an urgent appeal from rightist leaders for government 
troops to halt fighting between rival right-wing militias in eastern 
districts of Beirut, 

As Sarkis discussed the request with Prime Minister Salim Hoss, 
right-wing sources said at least 12 people had been killed and 20 
wounded since the clashes started Thursday. 

The Phalangist Party reported that several shells hit : southeastern 
suburbs of Beirut Friday as the fi ghting continued between members 
of the P halang ist and National Liberal parties (NLP). 

Phalangist leader Pierre Gemayel and NLP chief Camille Chmoun 
appealed to the government for help Thursday night after they failed 
to. stop the shooting in the eastern suburbs of Ainrnmmaneh and. 
Fum Al-Shubbak. 

Official sources said the request was also being discussed by senior 
Lebanese army officers and the commander of a 30,000-strong 
Syrian security force in Lebanon. But no final decision had been 
taken, the sources said. 

The two rightist parties fought together against P ales t i n ian com- 
mandos and Lebanese leftist forces during the 1975-76 civil war, and 
against Syrian troops of the Arab Deterrent Force ( ADF) last year. 

Their allianc e has been shaken by a series of inter-party feuds over 
control of eastern districts of the city. 

The rightist sources said Friday the latest fighting resulted from a 
dispute between local Phalangist and NLP commanders, who were 
refusing to obey orders from their party leaders. 

The sources said each of the two officers was backed by about L00 
men, and a 60-strong joint Phalangist-NLP security force had been 
forced to withdraw from the combat zones Thursday.

Salman, notables raise SR112m 
to establish health care charity

JEDDAH, June 15 — A group 
of princes and leading business- 
men have met and raised dona- 
tions worth SRI 12 million to start 
a new charity in Saudi Arabia and 
abroad. 

Riyadh Governor Prince Sal- 
man chaired the meeting in 
Riyadh Wednesday which raised 
the capital in cash and land m the 
space of two hours. The new soci- 
ety, the International Islamic 
Charitable Society, will provide 
aid, primarily in medical care, to 
Muslims in Saudi Arabia and 
abroad. 

The society will be the first of its 
kind based in Saudi Arabia. 

In announcing the results of the 
trustees meeting. Prince Salman 
said that the society would con- 
struct hospitals and clinics and 
would provide help to the poor, 
the old and the handicapped and 
to families without means of sup- 
port . 

.Operations will begin in Saudi 
.'Arabia, primarily in the building 
of hospitals in areas without them. 
“ But there is no limit to the kind 
of assistance the society intends to 
provide, " Prince Salman said. 


The trustees were convened 
immediately after King Khaled 
had approved the project he said. 
“ The support of the King and 
crown prince has been instrumen- 
tal in stimulating donations to the 
society, ” he said. 

The Ministry of Health will act 
as consultant for the hospitals 
which will be open to rich and 
poor alike. Prince Salman said. 
“ Those with means, however, will 
be asked to pay so that the hospi- 
tals can be partially self- 
financing,” he said. The society 
will issue a brochure on its prop- 
osed activities and will request 
further donations. 

Prince Salman, who will act as 
chairman, himself gave 40,000 
square meters in Medina as a site 
fora hospital. The land is valued at 
5R30 million. 

Sal ah Abdullah KamaL, chair- 
man of the service company 
Avco-Dailah gave SR40 million in 
cash and will act as secretary gen- 
eral. Other cash donations 
included SRI million from Prince 
Saud ibn Fahd and SR 15 million 
from an anonymous source. 

Land grants included a site near 
Medina Airport worth SR5 mil- 
lion from Sheikh Muhammad 


Ash wan ; a plot in Mecca valued 
at SR3 million from Sheikh 
Muhammad Saleh Basharahi ; SR

Fahd Al-Otaibi said observation 
cameras will be remote controlled 
24 hours a day by the Flying 
Squad. The police chief called 
upon landlords and businessmen 
to cooperate with security officials 
in installing the closed-circuit 
devices.

10 vocational schools planned 

RIYADH, June 15 (SPA) — Ten' new vocational training centers 
are to be opened under terms of the new state budget for 1979 L 80. 
Director General of Vocational Training Muhammad Al-Dalaan 
said that the ten schools will be built in Ahsa, Abha, Qasim, Taif, 
Jizan, Najran, Bisha and Riyadh and that the directorate also plans to 
expand the existing 15 centers. Two mobile centers are soon to 
arrive. 
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The cutover, the largest so far 
by Saudi Telephone, “is the great- 
est achievement to date as installa- 
tion took only six months”. Dr. 
Kayyal said. On Dec. 14, Sauditel 
brought into service 80,000 tele- 
phone lines local lines and 9,000 
long-distance lines. 

Thursdays operation brings to 
over 300,000 the number of lines 
installed since the start of Saudi 
Arabia's SRI 0.8 billion expansion 
project in January 1978. A west- 
ern consortium made up of Philips 
of Holland, Bell of Canada and 
L.M. Ericcson of Sweden was con- 


tracted to install nearly 500,000 
lines by the end of 1981 — when 
Saudi Arabia would become the 
first country to have a completely 
electronic telephone system. 

The new appropriation indi- 
cates that Saudi Arabia will have 
around 750,000 new telephone 
lines by that year in addition to a 
little under 200,000 installed 
before the contract The New Jed- 
dah Airport alone will have a 
10.000-line exchange. Dr. Kayyal 
said. 

Seven new switching centers 
and two refurbished centers also 


came on line Thursday. 

The implications for the sub- 
scriber are a much reduced pres- 
sure on the service and less likeli- 
hood of breakdown. And more, 
people will be able to get tele- 
phones, Dr. Kayyal said. 

In addition, five-digit numbers 
in Medina were expanded to seven 
digits to provide enough to 
accomodate the new lines. From 
Thursday, 82 must be added at the 
beginning of five-digit Medina 
numbers beginning with three. 

Last week, five-digit Riyadh 
numbers beginning with 4 were 


changed to seven digit numbers 
beginning with 464.

Nyerere has reportedly agreed 
that Tanzania will train a new 
Ugandan army and that some 
Tanzanian troops will remain in 
Uganda to maintain security until 
the new Ugandan army is ready to 
take over.

T anzani an troops in Uganda and 
that Nyerere is apparently anxious 
to bring almost all of them home 
immediately. 

Lule, on the other hand, is argu- 
ing for a much larger continued 
Tanzanian presence * in Uganda 
than Nyerere has in mind. 


Radio Uganda said Friday the 
National Legislative Assembly 
will hold its first meeting in the 
parliament building in Kampala 
on Monday. 

It gave no details of the agenda, 
but named the minister of regional 
administration, Mathias Ngobi, as 
leader of government business. 

Uganda's 30- member National 
Consultative Council has been 
meeting in private for the past 
month in Kampala, discussing 
plans to enlarge its membership to 
90. 

The council would then func- 
tion as an interim parliament for 
two years. 


Because of the size of the 
Transvaal party machine,- its 
leader is considered one of the 
most powerful politicians in South 
Africa.

Botha's overall policy as 
prime minister has been a slight 
easing of segregation at home 
coupled with a tough, defiant 
stance toward a critical world. 


Cases of bubonic plague 
found in rural Cambodia 

PARIS, June 15 (R) — Two French doctors have said bubonic 
plague had broken out in Cambodia and will rapidly sweep the 
country if international medical aid is not sent immediately. 

Jacques Belghiti and Jean- Yves Follezou, just returned from a visit 
to Phnom Penh, said bubonic plague and other related'diseases had 
broken out in rural areas. 

They are members of a French group which hopes to organize 
medical supplies for Cambodia. They were invited to Phnom Penh by 
the new Vietnamese-backed authorities there. 

They told a press conference that the country would be swept by 
plague if penicillin and other medicines were not sent immediately. 

There were only 40 doctors left alive in Cambodia after massacres 
of intellectuals and people with Western training by the Khmer 
Rouge. _ __ 

They described harrowing scenes, saying most of the people they 
saw both in and around the capital suffered from malnutrition and a 
host of diseases. * 

There were over 3,000 cases of serious malaria or dysentry among 
the 30,000 inhabitants of one camp near Phnom Penh where they 
carried out spot checks 

Two-thirds of the women they examined bad long ceased to have 
menstrual cycles owing to strain and psychological problems and the 
miscarriage rate was abnormally Jiigh in all other cases.

ROME, June 15 (AP) . — 
Rome’s deputy state attorney has 
filed a request for the arrest of 
Nino Rovelli, president of the 
Sardinian chemical group SIR, 
and of banking executives on 
embezzlement charges in what 
newspapers described .Friday.: as 
an “earthquake" in Italy’s 
political- financial establishment. 


The move was linke d to recent 
charges of misuse of funds against 
Paolo Baffi, governor of the Bank 
of Italy, the central bank, and 
against his deputy director Mario 
SarcineUi, who was arrested and 


jailed for 13 days last March. 

SIR is often described as the 
“chemical empire” of the island of 
Sardinia. 

Deputy State Attorney Luciano 
Infelsl, who asked investigating 
judge Antonio Alibrandi to issue 
warramsof arrest, accused Rovelli 
and five banking executives of 
“Shameless • waste of pnblic 
money ... the most manife st con- 
tempt of the rules for good man- 
agement ... constant illegality” in 
having a group of financial insti- 
tutes provide credits surpassing 
2,000 billion lire ($2.4 million) to 
SIR and its branches. The sum was 


lent to SIR, now on the edge of 
bankruptcy, over several years. 


The former employees worked 
for the Public Building Service of 
the agency, where they were able 
to operate a scheme to approve 
maintenance and repair contracts 
on government buildings. 


Rovelli is a . leading supporter 
and financial backer of Premier 
Giulio AndreottFs Christian 
Democrat Party. According to 
Italian newspapers, a percentage 
of the loans ended up in the party’s 
cashbooks. 


A Justice Department task force 
investatmg GSA scandals says 
that 71 people across the country 
have been found guilty or agreed 
to guilty pleas. Two have been 
acquitted and 20 await disposition 
of their cases. 


Infelisi wrote in his report that 
the charges were based in part on a 
report by the Bank of Italy. Baffi 
and SarcineUi were charged with 
misusing their power by hying to 
keep the report from felling into 
the hands of investigators.

VALETTA, Malta — 

.‘4 Malta' s socialist Prime Minister Dom Mintoff appears to be having 
'second thoughts about his friendship with Libyan leader Col. 
. Mo am max Qaddafi. 

> Mintoff recently levelled a rare criticism at Qaddafi, an ardent 
; supporter of Mintoff s plan to pull this island-state away from West- 
fern influence. 

“ The Maltese-Libyan disagreement involves oil exploration rights 
Jd the Mediterranean. 

“Libya has been pulling Malta's leg for three years on the median 
line issue," Mintoff declared, referring to what many Maltese believe, 
is Libya's reluctance to establish dear demarcation lines so Malta can 
begin exploring for oil in the Mediterranean. 

The median line issue has remained a thorny problem although it 
has been tackled several times at high level and even in meetings by 
Mintoff and Qaddafi themselves. 

The Maltese view is that Qaddafi went back on his promise to 

submit the dispute to the International Court of Justice at The Hague 
in order to ensure Malta's continued economic dependence on Libya. 

Until now the government had often prodaimed Libya's willing- 
ness to provide Malta with “unlimited" economic aid. Mintoff now 
stresses the difference over the median line issue. 

There seems to be no firm commitment from Libya. It had long 
been assumed that Libya had reached agreement with Malta on 
security and economic guarantees sought by Mintoff. These guaran- 
tees were similarly sought by Malta from Algeria, France and Italy. 

Now, Mintoff said, agreement on this issue has only been reached 
with Algeria. Italy has offered $ 5 million a year for five years. 
Mintoff called this “chicken feed" and has asked Italy to be “more 
serious." There is noindication on any French proposal. 

Mintoff is seeking about $ 62 million a year for five years from 
Libya, t Algeria, France and" Italy and be had hoped the four countries 
would pool resources to provide the economic aid to Malta to guaran- 
tee the island's neutrality. 

‘ Mintoff even referred to Libya's oil supply to Malta, offered at far 
-below prices paid by other countries. But Libya has not met all 
’ Malta' s oil needs, swollen by increasing tourism and industry, and has 
refused to boost supplies over last year's levels. 

Moreover, he said, Libya at one time withheld all shipments in 
order to use it as a bargaining chip in a package deal on economic and 
security guarantees. 

After Maltese appeals, the oil started flowing again. Nevertheless, 
Mintoff has now made it known that Libya has not been meeting 
Malta’s needs and that he has been unable to find another country to 
make up the difference. 

Hie cooling between the two countries first became noticeable in 
- May when Mintoff s government put a stop to a Libyan radio station 
in Malta. 

The station; "Voice of Friendship and Solidarity ” was broadcast- 
ing anti-Egyptian and anti- Israeli propaganda. Malta viewed that it 
could not afford to damage its image through partisan Libyan broad- 
casts from its soil. — (AP) 


Commenting on the Soviet- 
American SALT II signing cere- 
rpony in Vienna, “Al-Jazirah” 
Expressed hopes that “a new 
qfiapter of peace and justice for 
Ijilmanity would be turned, espe- 
cially for the people of the Third 
. World. 

‘ ' i ‘ These people,” the paper said, 
“have suffered immensely under 
the old colonial regimes which had 
confiscated both their freedoms 
and their resources. And as soon 
as they regained their indepen- 
dence they were subjected to cruel 
economic pressures and manipu- 
lation by the same old colonial 
masters in different garb. Hie aim 
is still to contain the Third Worid 
and prevent its peoples from any 
measureable levels of prosperity 
so that they remain a market for 
the various products of the big 
powers. 

“While we look to the Vienna

Gen. Haig: Looking 

back at NATO 

(Editor's note: Gen. Alexander Haig Jr., the eighth American 
supreme allied commander in Europe since the command was estab- 
lished in 1951, retires this month. Don Cook, the “Los Angeles 
Times” Paris correspondent, interviewed Haig at his headquarters in 
Casteau, Belgium.)

Q. Gen. Haig, you are coming to the end of four and a half years 
here at Supreme Allied Headquarters, and Td like to begin by asking 
yon in general what you feel the main achievement has been, looking 
back across the period. 

A. Well, Td have to answer from two points of view. Fist, there is 
the growing sense of concern about the ominous buildup of Soviet 
military capabilities, far exceeding the needs of purely defensive 
purposes, which if left unchallenged or unmatched by the West would 
pose not only stark military dangers but — perhaps more important 
— a psychological basis for crying co bianckmail and a basis for Soviet 
intervention in a global sense. 

Then, in a military sense, 1 think we have seen a clear expression of 
all the member nations to pull up their socks and get on with improv- 
ing the efficiency ■'bf the (North Atlamc Treaty Organization) 
alliance. This has enabled us in this period of two NATO summit 
meetings to reshape these efforts into our long-term defense prog- 
ram. We aren't going to solve .these problems in a year or two of 
hyperactivity, but it has given us a framework for the steps that are 
necessary. That has been combined with the most important 
achievement of all since I came here, which is the recognition that we 
had to apply more resources to this task. 

Q. So you are leaving on something of an upswing? 

A. Well, the upswing — clearly it’s there, the momentum is there. 
It remains to be seen whether this new sense of concern is going to be 
followed through in the long term. That's still in doubt. 

Q. What are some of the force ratios, Warsaw Pact versus NATO, 
that we have to contend with in the long haul? 

A. There axe gross ratios which we are very glib with, and are 
devoid of the kind of value judgments that make the real balances 
more accurate. But roughly they are 2-to-l stronger than we are in 
their in-place ground capability, slightly under that but close to it. 
Then, they are 3-to-l ahead of us in tanks, a substantial superiority in 
artillery, which is a manifestation of the constant Russian emphasis 
on firepower. We have seen demonstrations of that in the combined 
arms demonstrations which the Soviets put in place in Ethiopia — 
massed artillery and rockets, and this is an area of concern here in 
Europe. 

Q. Well, there have been a lot of nightmare scenarios about what 
NATO faces, a rapid onslaught and Soviet tanks across the Rhine 
and so on. How do you sleep at night? 

A. I don't think anyone who bears the responsibility of this job is 
going to be complacent The simple facts are that the Warsaw Pact 
forces axe improving constantly in quality, firepower, armored pro- 
tection, enhanced tactical air. And we find that the so-called cushion 
of warning-time which we might have is constantly being compres- 
sed. That means that we are faced with the problem of improving our 
readiness of forces and of compressing our own reaction time with 
mobilization and reinforcements. Now, I do think that some of the 
worst-case scenarios which suggest that Warsaw Pact forces would be 
on the Rhine in 48 hours and the Atlantic coast in 72 hours are much 
overdrawn. They are usually combined with supposed political short- 
comings in the Western response, a failure to take necessary steps at 
the political level, an erosion of Western will. I think we are going to 
get somewhat more warning time than these worst-case scenarios 
suggest This is not to develop a sense of complacency, but to be sure 
that we keep our priorities for improvement 

Q. What about the ability of tiie various NATO armies actually to 
fight together tactically? This has been a'long-haul problem over the 
years, the state of training and the doctrines of the armies and so on. 
How do you feel about this cohesion after your years in command? 

A. We still have a long, long way to go. But I think it is probably 
the area of greatest progress. More new ground has been broken in 
my experience here. We have strengthened in heretofore un -doable 
ways the integrated command structure itself. There has been a 
steady transfer of planning of our exercises and our whole organiza- 
tional framework into this integrated structure, whereas in the past 
there was a great tendency to husband these activities under national 
command, which of course butted up agaixist the kind of integrated 
progress which we sought. The areas of improvement are really 
rather substantial: complete integration of our central air command 
so six nations can work together intimately and apply that power 
anywhere across this spectrum; standard doctrine for our covering 
force, operations the same for our main battle positions, improved 
cross- supply, improved communications — which remain an area of 
greatest concern. We have our manuals standardized now for ground 
doctrine and air doctrine so that the training of the various forces now 
tends to pull together. 

Q. Well, turning to our own forces, which have gone completely 
professional since you took over command here, we seem to be 
having our teething problems in quality, morale, etc. Right now it is 
an issue of whether standards should be lowered in order to take in 
sufficient manpower. What is your own feeling from the fighting edge 
out here? 

A. Well, I think a generalized response to that is nothing but an 
invitation to trouble and imprecision. We have two conflicting trends 
which have to be managed in a balanced and judicious way. On the 
one hand, as our forces become more dependent on quality 
improvements, high technology, the skills of our young first-termers 
are meant to be at a higher level. Against that we have been trying to 
rely on an all- volunteer force, which I was always uncomfortable 
about — (LAT) 
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Anti-Americanism in Iran

TEHRAN — 


The posters, the chants, the government attacks, all the signs of 
Iran's anti-Americanism come together in the person of Reza 
Shahbbas, a 24-year-old auto mechanic. 

‘Tm very much against Americans," he said standing next to the 
U.S.-made Buick he was servicing. “They have made us need them." 

To be sure, when Shahbbas and hundreds of thousands of Iranians 
march to the cadence of" mar g bar Amerka" — death to America — 
they are not literally calling for blood. In fact, many individuals go 
out of their way to tell Americans that it is the U.S. government they 
hate, not the American people. 

Nonetheless, like the comedians who once got a guaranteed laugh 
by mentioning Brooklyn, a speaker at a rally here can ensure himself 
a rousing response by attacking Americans. 

The latest example came recently when Foreign Minister Ibrahim 
Yazdi said President Carter’s selection of career diplomat William 
Cutler as his ambassador to Tehran was unacceptable because of 
Cutler's association with American interference in Africa. Cutler was 
most recently ambassador to Zaire. . 

Since that interference “still persists,” Yazdi said, “we felt the 
Zaire ambassador would not fit the bill.” This comes at a time when 
Carter seems willing to overlook the anti- American rhetoric in order 
to improve relations. 

Some observers note that Yazdi, one of the most vocal critics of the 
United States as well as the no- better- than- indifferent attitude found 
in private conversations. 

From the early days of Dwight Eisenhower s presidency, Ameri- 
can governments have had a record of near-total support for the 
regime of the now-deposed Shah. 

There is little question that many Iranians still blame the United 
States for its backing of the Shah' s repressive government. 


“They shot os with American guns, they tortured us with Ameri- 
can tactics,” said a middle-aged shopkeeper near the U.S. embassy. 
“Savak (the Shah's secret police) was trained and equipped by 
Americans.” 

One student, who would not give his name, recalled ttaat^he day 
after the Shah's forces killed hundreds, if not thousands, of anti- 
government demonstrators last Sept. 8, President Carter called the 
monarch to pledge his all-out support. 

“ What we are supposed to do now?” the university student asked 
an American reporter. “Kiss your — and let you keep on stealing 
from us after you let him butcher us?” 

The Iranians who have taken control of the government, of course, . 
see no reason to accept American overtures of friendship, because 
many of them spent years, even decades, in jail or exile without a 
single public show of concern from Washington. 

“ Where was all the concern for human rights when I was in prison 
for simply seeking free elections?" asked one political leader with a 
European education and a Western democratic outlook. 

Traveling around Tehran and other Iranian dries where Ameri- 
cans lived before the February revolution forced them out, an 
observer can find more reasons why Americans are disliked. 

U.S. citizens lived in the best neighborhoods, some of them 
American compounds, while the I ranians suffered from a severe 
housing shortage. Few Americans sent their children to Iranian 
schools, even private ones. Hardly any learned the native language. 

American companies made huge profits, while Iranians who 
worked for them were paid very low wages. 

Hamid Reza Mirza Bedgi, a clothing salesman, said, “from the time 
of the Reza Shah (the deposed Shah's father), the Americans consi- 
dered our country as belonging to them." 

Maryam Rahmani, a 28- year-old Tehran Umverrityriecturer, said, 
“Americans are exploiters ... as human beings Tm indifferent to 
them, but when I think aboottberights of the people of Iran, then I 
start to hate them." — (LAT) 


Thais fear Vietnamese invasion

SINGAPORE — 

As China warns the world that SALT II will merely free Russia's 
hand for more mischief on the Far East, Moscow and Hanoi are now 
admitting to questionable military moves in Indochina that they 
previously indignantly denied. 

They claim the moves are justified under a closed circuit of new 
agreement linking Communist States in the region. 

At first, reports that Soviet warships were using Vietnamese 
bases and that the Vietnamese had poured troops into Cambodia and 
Loas were blasted by Hanoi as “out-and-out lies”. 

Recently, however, Soviet Vice-Foreign Minister Fnyubin 
coolly declared in Tokyo that the Russo- Vietnamese treaty of friend- 
ship and cooperation made it the “duty" of Russian naval units to call 
at ports like Da Nang. 

Two days earlier, Hanoi bad cautioned China that the estimated 
150,000 Vietnamese troops “defending” Cambodia and Laos were 
showing “militant solidarity” demanded by similar accords, and no 
one had the right to challenge their presence. 

The Chinese say this proves the Russians and Vietnamese to be 
brazen liars, and renders worthless their current denials that the ring 
of treaties is part of a plot to establish an “ Indochina federation" 
under the hegemony of Hanoi, preparatory to rigging a wider South- 
east Asian "collective security system" manipulated by Moscow. 

Recently it was disclosed in Bangkok that Russian transport 
air-craft had been overflying Thailand to deliver arms to Vietnam, 
and the Chinese insist that once SALT D has been safely signed and is 
□o longer at risk, Soviet support for Hanoi will become even more 
blatant. 

The Vietnamese protest that the Indochina states have drawn 
together solely in defense against China's own dreams of regional 
domination. But, when Pelting proposed that both countries formally 
undertake to “oppose hege monism", Hanoi rejected the suggestion 


out of hand as “the height of impudence". 

The aggressive riposte added an ominous overtone to charges 
hurled by the pro- Vietnamese regime in Cambodia that a perfidious 
Bangkok was asking for trouble by “ceaselessly continuing to sup- 
port” the evicted Premier Pol Potand his Khmer Rouge forces — just 
as frustrated Vietnamese troops arrived in strength at the Thai bor- 
der to watch thousands of them flee across into safety. 

This “extremely dangerous” situation (as the Thais put it ^drew 
sharp glances from the watchful non- Communist Southeast Asian 
states. 

The Indonesians have denied sending crack troops to Thailand’s . 
aid but defense chief Gen. Maraden Panggabean emphasized 
recently that Djakarta was ready to help the Thais if the Viatnamese 
attacked. 

“If they need bullets, we give them bullets" , he said. And it was 
learned that Indonesian military transport aircraft had been shuttling 
between Djakarta and Bangkok with unidentified cargo for the 
previous two weeks. 

On the same day, Malaysia’s fiercely anti-Communist Minister 
for Home Affiars, Tan Sri Gbazali Safie, flew to Djakarta for defense 
talks. Malaysia mounts joint operations with both Indonesia and 
Thailand against the Communist insurgents on their common bor- 
ders and all three are members of ASEAN, the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations, which also includes the Philippines and 
Singapore. 

ASEAN is not a military alliance but, as a growing mood of 
misgiving and mistrust of Vietnam pervades its partners, the 
increase that at least some will send troops to help defend Thailand if 
the Vietnamese invade. 

Incredibly, the entire subcontinent could one day find itself at 
war, although the prospect appears remote today. 

ASEAN would like above all to remain neutral, and China’s 
loud support for Thailand— arousing as itdoes the wrath of Hanoi— 
is regarded as a two-edged weapon. — (OFNS)

and “Coffee time inside the Tent ’ 
were among the predictable titles. 
There were no modem scenes; 
none of the stark beauty of oil der- 
ricks and desert flares; no portrait 
of an Arab without his gbufcra. 

Here and there were studies of 
frozen rivers, all cool blues and 
mauves; picture postcard scenes 
of Scotland; a batik of the North 
American fall. Recollections of 
distant places in the minds of 
homesick expatriates. 

With more than 70 entries, the 
oils section winner was Bob Oert- 
ley fot his carefully executed 
“ Head of a Woman."

Whitaker, points out that the most 
complex flora and fauna are to be 
found on the floor of the Silent 
Valley, all of which wiU have to be 
cleared or submerged. 

Other areas of the valley 
affected by the building of the 
137-meter high parabolic-arc dam 
come within the ambit of a new 
piece of Kerala legislation: the 
Silent Valley Projected Area 
(Protection of Ecological Bal- 
ance) Act This seeks to impose 
restrictions on the construction of 
roads and buildings, the number 
of trees being felled, and it pro- 
hibits the rearing of cattle and 
goats around the dam site. 

Indian experience, however, 
has shown that even minimal pre- 
cautions are seldom maintained 
for long. A group of experts in the 
department of science and tech- 
nology has called the Kerala pre- 
cautions “nothing but eyewash." 

“Building the project without 
destroying the forest is like having 
your cake and eating it," a 
spokesman said. 

The group had opposed giving 
final clearance to the project, and 
was concerned at the impact which 
the destruction of the Silent Val- 
ley might have on India's rainfall. 

The scientists said that study of 
the relationship between rainfall 
and rain forests was still in its 
infancy, even in advanced coun- 


tries like the United States. But it 
was already known that rain fore- 
sts played a role in attracting rainc- 
louds and precipitating them. 

Giving clearance to a project 
intended to generate 420 
maga watts of power by destroying 
vast areas of rain forests was“suic- 
idal the scientists added. 

This warning was recalled by 
the "Indian Express” editorial, 
“A lesson should have been learnt 
by now from the disastrous effects 
of deforestation in the Himalays in 
the form of floods, landslides, and 
variations in the partem of rain- 
fall," the paper said. "Even such 
warnings, however, seem insuffi- 
cient to counter the influence of 
those who benefit in one way or 
other from such projects.” 

The Silent Valley was so named 
because of the absence of die 
usual shirl insects, the cicadas, in 
the humid and lush interior. Apart 
from the threatened spades of 
lion-tailed macaque monkey, the 
valley is renowned for its rare flora 
and fauna, which has been only 
partially studied. 

The national committee for 
environmental planning and 
coordination, meeting in Delhi a 
few weeks ago, said they feared a 
genetic bank of great value would 
soon be destroyed, and most of the 
members felt they did not wish to

New arrivals will be shot 


Malaysia to expel 70,000 boat people 




' KUALA LUMPUR, June 15 
(R) — Malaysia announced Fri- 
day it would ship more than 
70,000 Vietnamese refugees back 
into international waters from 
camps here and shoot on sight any 
boat people entering Malaysian 
waters. 

“If they try sinking their boats, 
they will not be rescued, they will 
drown," Deputy Prime Minister 
Datuk Mahathi Muhammad said. 

“Their drowning will be 
because they sank their own boats, 
not because of anything else." 

Mahathir said the expulsion of 
the Vietnamese refugees would 
begin as soon as boats were 
obtained by the government. 

The government would set 

* Squalid witnesses’ 


aside special funds for measures to 
send the Vietnamese refugees out 
of the country. 

“No more boats carrying Viet- 
namese refugees will be allowed in 
our waters. They will be towed out 
by our patrol boats into interna- 
tional waters and sent off to con- 
tinue their journey elsewhere." 

“If they have no boats in which 
to proceed onward we will provide 
them with the boats and send them 
off." 

Mahathir said Malaysia's deci- 
sion on this matter would be offi- 
cially communicated soon to other 
ASEAN countries — the Philip- 
pines, Indonesia, Thailand and 
Singapore. 

On the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees 


(UNHCR), Dr. Paul Harding's 
statement calling on countries in 
Southeast Asia to be humane, he 
said, “being humane has not paid 
off for us at'alL All we are getting 
is a further inflow of Vietnamese 
refugees and we have every right 
to expel them." 

“The UNHCR shoud make 
appeals to countries that are 
receiving Vietnamese refugees to 
increase the number of accep- 
tances rather than call on coun- 
tries in the region not to turn them 
away.” 

But Mubathir added that ship- 
ping out over 76,000 Vietnamese 
refugees would take some time. 

Earlier, Home Affairs Minister 
Ghazali Shade said Thailand, 
Indonesia and Malaysia have 


Thorpe lawyer hits at evidence 


LONDON, June 15 (AP) — 
Jeremy Thorpe's lawyer has con- 
ceded that the former Liberal 
Party leader had immoral “ ten- 
dencies ’’ when be met male 
model Norman Scott but declared 
“ there is no bard, fast, reliable 
evidence " that he plotted to kill 
Scott. 

The Queen' sra urde r conspiracy 
case against Thorpe and three 
other defendants rests on tes~ 
timonijy of “ squalid witnesses" 
who have admitted to being liars 
and stand to make big money from 
a conviction, said counsel George 
Carman, summing up in the trial. 

The trial is expected to wind up 
next week. 

Carman noted that Scott, now 
39, bad admitted that even before 
what he cl aimed, in court was his 
first clandestine meeting with 
Thorpe 18 years ago, “ he was 
going around claiming" Jeremy 
Thorpe knew him. 

Thorpe has denied any relation- 
ship with Scott, and although true 
or not Scotfs public claim was 
^equally damaging ; to Thorpe' s 
reputation. 

The prosecution claims Thorpe 
organized the alleged conspiracy 
to silence Scott and preserve his 
( rising political career. 

All four defendants have 
pleaded innocent to the conspi- 
racy charge, and Thorpe also faces 
the charge against him alone of 
inciting a friend, codefendant 
David Holmes, to murder Scott 

Carman portrayed Thorpe, 50, 
who has declined to testify in bis 


own defense; as a man whose 
political life is now “ irrevocably 
and irreversibly ” over, and whose 
“frailty, his weaknesses, have 
been exposed remorselessly to 
public gaze. " 

He dwelt, at length on inconsis- 
tencies in the stories told at vari- 
ous times by three key witnesses : 
Scott the alleged “ hit man " 
Andrew Newton and Peter Bes- 
seli, a former Liberal MP who now 
lives in California. 

Carman said tire jury was being 
asked to play'* an unholy parlor 
game " — guess when Mr. New- 


ton is telling the truth, guess when 
Mr. Scott is telling the truth, and 
guess when Mr. Bessel! is telling 
the truth. ” 

Scott, Carman noted, had 
admitted to cl aiming a friendship 
after having met Thorpe only 
casually. He had told Thrope bis 
parents were dead, claimed to be 
the son of an earl and managed to 
live most of his life at other peo- 
ple's expense. 

Thorpe had merely been kind 
to the psychologically disturbed 
Scott after Scott had attempted 
suicide and gone to Thorpe for 
help. 


DC- 10 grounding order 
extended by U.S. judge 


WASHINGTON, June 15 (R) 
— A Federal judge has extended 
for 10 days his order to ground all 
U.S.-regikered DC- 10 jetliners. 

The action by District Court 
Judge Aubrey Robinson Thurs- 
day was largely academic since the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) last Wednesday grounded 
the wide-bodied jets for an indefi- 
nite period. 

The FAA decision, taken within 
hours after the original court 
order, followed the discovery of 
cracks in the engine mounting 
assembly of two of the planes after 
the May 25 crash of an American 
Airlines DC-10 that killed 275 
people in Chicago. 

Robinson said he would hold 
another hearing on June 25 to 


review the subject. His original 
order was issued after the Airline 
Passengers Association, a private 
organization funded primarily by 
the sale of flight insurance, asked 
that DC-1 0s be grounded pending 
further safety checks by the FAA. 

Foreign airlines have also kept 
their DC- 10s on the ground since 
the FAA order. But European air- 
lines Wednesday adopted a plan- 
aimed at putting the DC-10 back 
into service on routes outside the 
U.S. next Tuesday. 

The official death toll from the 
DC-10 crash has been revised 
downward to 273 people. 

American Airlines said Thurs- 
day 258 passengers, 13 crew and 
two people on the ground were 
killed.

reached a joint understanding to 
drive away all Vietnamese 
refugees trying to land on their 
shores. 

The three navies will mount 
joint patrols in certain parts of the 
South China Sea to curb the influx 
of boat people. 

He was speaking to a press con- 
ference after meeting Thai 
Defense Minister and Comman- 
der in Chief of the Army General 
Frem Tinsulanonda. 

He indicated this might result in 
larger numbers of refugees land- 
ing in Hong Kong or Aust ralia 

Ghazali, assigned to deal with 
the problem in Malaysia, said 
refugees have become a security 
problem as well as common bor- 
der problem for the ASEAN 
countries. 

Singapore has turned away the 
boat people since they began 
arriving in 1975 while the Philip- 
pines has allowed exceptions in its 
exclusion policy. 

Thailand said Friday it was pre- 
pared to act as host for an interna- 
tional conference to be held 
immediately on Indochinese 
refugees. 

The proposal was in a message 
sent by Prime Minister Kriangsak 
Chomanan to Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, in which he 
also welcomed her initiative in cal- 
ling for a conference under United' 
Nations auspices. 

Kriangsak’ s message said the 
Thai government was ready to 
propose Thailand as the venue 
and would invite all major powers 
and countries involved with the 
problem. 

Officials said in Washington 
Thursday that President Carter's 
government favored Mrs. 
Thatcher* s suggestion and that the 
United States had already asked 
Secretary-General Kurt Wal- 
dheim how soon it could be organ- 
ized. 

Thailand, which has about 
200,000 Indochinese refugees, 
"has tiie biggest burden of all in 
facing a flood of people fleeing 
Communist rule in Vietnam, 
Cambodia and Laos. 

In the past week Thailand has 
repatriated some 40,000 Cambo- 
dians who fled fighting and starva- 
tion in their country. 

Ghazali said ASEAN countries 
were previously reluctant to send 
away refugees, fearing that [hey 
would land in neighboring coun- 
tries, creating misunders tanding s 
among the ASEAN members.

Somoza bombs slums 

Sandinistas slacken pace of fight 


MANAGUA, June 15 (R) — 
Sand in is t a guerrillas battling 
against National Guard troops 
Friday appeared to have slowed 
the pace of what they called the 
“final offensive" against President 
Anastasio Somoza. 

After fierce fighting Thursday, 
when government aircraft 
bombed guerrilla positions in a 
Managua slum, only intermittent 
gunfire was heard in central Man- 
agua during the night. Firing had 
continued unabated the night 
before. 

While Guardsmen controlled 
streets in the center of the capital, 
where Somoza has his fortified 
bunker, the guerrillas 'were hold- 
ing slum districts of the city. 

Clashes occurred overnight in 
the slums as small groups of young 
rebels harassed Guardsmen with 
hit-and-run attacks. They were 
led by men in uniform who one 
resident said had “appeared out of 
nowhere." 

There were signs that the rebels 
might now try to infiltrate middle 
class residential districts, so far 
untouched by fighting in which 
hundreds have been killed. 

Thursday government planes 
bombed a slum area in the capital 
and tanks and light artillery 
blasted guerrilla strongholds in 
the second city of Leon. 


Israelis ban Palestinian 
from U.S. speaking tour

WASHINGTON, June 15 — 
Israeli military occupation 
authorities have appparently 
ordered a prominent West Bank 
mayor to cancel a planned speak- 
ing tour of the United States.. 
Mayor Fahd Kawasmeh of Heb- 
ron, an outspoken supporter of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization, has been forbidden to 
leave the West Bank by the Israeli 
military governor. 

No reason was given for the 
order, but it was believed part of 
an Israeli campaign to intimidate 
pro-PLO mayors in the occupied 


territories and stifle opposition to 
the separate peace with Egypt. 
Kawasmeh was to speak at the 
convention of an Arab- American 
charitable organization in Los 
Angeles and a number of other 
engagements. 

Thursday the mayor sent a tele- 
gram to the Los Angeles group — 
the U.S. Organization for Medical 
and Educational Needs — 
explaining the reasons for cancel- 
ling his trip. 

“The military governor of the 
West Bank will not allow me to 
leave,” it said. “I can do nothing 
since we are living under occupa- 
tion."

Correspondent Augustin 
Fuentes crouched with his family 
only a few hundred meters away 
from the main battle area. 

He reported heavy fire from the 
tanks and repeated sniper fire 
from guerrilla positions. Bullets 
riddled the bouse next door.

Migrant workers facing 
quota system in France 


PARIS, June 15 (R) — Labor 
Minister Robert Boulin Thursday 
unveiled a bill to regularize the 
legal position of nearly two million 
migrant Workers now in France. 

The biffs practical effects, are 
widely expected to reduce the 
number of foreign workers here, 
and could send up to 200,000 of 
them home annually in the next 
few years. 

Boulin said the proposed law 
would improve the position of 
foreign workers who flocked to 
France during the West European 
economic boom of the 1960' s, and 
simplify their contacts with French 
administration. 

But opponents of the bill say its 
most important effect is to require 
the government to set the number 
of workers allowed to remain in 
France each year. The total 
number of foreigners now living 
here is over four millio n. 

The new bill will grant the 


overwhelming majority of migrai 
workers three -year resident 
permits but theSe will not t 
automatically renewed as ai 
work permits for often short* 
periods now issued. 

The largest migrant, woricc 
groups in France are those froi 
Portugal (430,000), Algeri 
(420,000), Spain (250,000) an 
Morocco (165,000). In man 
cases these figures are doubled b 
the approval of families or iDegi 
migrants.
